City of Romulus To Eliminate 32 Jobs To Fix Budget Woes 


Facing a major budget crisis like other | 


communities across the state, the City of 
Romulus has announced a cut of more than 
30 jobs, and is sending out notices to let 
workers know that they could be laid off in 
early August. 

“Romulus must continue making these 
tough cuts and painful sacrifices to balance 
our budget,” said Mayor Alan R. Lambert. 
“While I deeply regret being forced to lay 
off City workers, the simple fact is Romulus 
must live within our means and build a 
budget that is fiscally responsible. Romulus 
is making tough cuts to save money now 
so we can protect our future and avoid more 
painful cuts down the road.” 

In the past few weeks, the City had 
already announced the layoff of three police 
officers, two firefighters, and one employee 
each at the Public Library, in the Assessor's 
Office, and in the Treasurer's Office. The 
additional layoffs, according to Economic 
Development director Tim Keyes, are slated 
for the following departments/ offices: 
Public. Works (15), Fire (5), Police (3), 
Recreation (3), Clerk (2), Mayor (1), Build- 
ing (1), Economic Development (1), and 
Ordinance (1). 

The City has also cut the budget by: 
° reducing staff through attrition; 

e making 5% salary reductions and cut- 
ting benefits for the mayor and other 
elected officials, all department heads, 


and nonunion staff, while also asking 
all other City employees to take wage 
and benefit cuts; 

° canceling spending on nonessential pro- 
grams like Independence Day fireworks, 
City music festivals, and summer rec- 
reation; and 

e working to eliminate City-owned vehi- 
cles being used by the Mayor and non- 
emergency department heads. 

Although such cuts will result in sig- 
nificant savings, Lambert says they arent 
nearly enough. 

“The earlier layoffs of three police offi- 
cers and two firefighters will save City tax- 
payers more than $387,000 a year, and the 
32 additional layoffs slated for August 
would save an estimated $1.7 million, but 
Romulus faces a $3-million-plus budget 


hole for the next fiscal year,” he explained. — 


“Property values have plunged sharply and 
slashed our revenue.” 

To raise additional revenue, Lambert 
is hoping that Romulus voters will approve 
a millage proposal that will appear on the 
August 3 Primary Election ballot. 

The ballot language, which is now of- 
ficial and can be found on sample ballots 
available from the Clerk's Office, reads: 

“Shall Section 11.1 of the Charter of 
the City of Romulus, Wayne County, 
Michigan, be amended so as to permit the 
levy by the city of an additional ad valorem 


tax in an amount not to exceed three (3) 
mills for five (5) years, from 2010 through 
2014, for the sole purpose of paying for 
police and fire services?” 

Lambert says that, although the addi- 
tional millage would be strictly earmarked 
for police and fire services, its approval 
would actually benefit everyone because the 
new funding would free up current monies 
spent on those services, and allow them to 
be allocated elsewhere. = 
“J had a couple of people ask me in 
the last few days — I think, in fact, some 
DPW workers — ‘Why should we work for 
the police and fire millage? It’s [only] gonna 
help the police and fire.’ 

“Well, it’s really gonna help everybody,” 
he continued. “The additional funds that 
we're gonna get for the police and fire are 
gonna leave us available monies to keep the 
rest of the employees working. ... It zs police 
and fire millage, but the money that we 
spend on the police and fire — and I want 
to make this very clear — will leave us other 
monies to use on all the other employees.” 

Lambert added that, given the addi- 
tional savings that will result from a num- 
ber of upcoming employee retirements, 
chances are good that most of the proposed 
layoffs could be avoided if the millage is 
approved. But he warned that, if it doesn't 
pass, even more layoffs and deep program 
cuts will be forthcoming. O 
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Firefighters Urge Support of Millage Proposal 


Dear Editor: 

Recently, the City of Romulus notified 
the media of the possibility of mass layoffs 
within the next several months. The City 
has approximately 210 employees that serve 
its citizens in various ways. 

The Department of Public Works 
manages the citizens’ problems in many 
ways by fixing water main breaks, patching 
roads, cutting grass on abandoned proper- 
ties, clearing backed-up sewer systems, etc. 
The Police Department keeps the citizens 
safe by responding to 911 calls and provid- 
ing increased neighborhood patrols. The 
Fire Department serves the citizens by re- 
sponding to 911 calls and teaching fire pre- 

vention throughout the community. 

The DPW, RPD, and RFD have al- 
ready been given notice that jobs will be 
cut. These layoffs will directly affect the citi- 
zens of Romulus. Currently, City leaders 
are working to put forth a millage in the 
amount of 3 mills. This millage will be listed 
as a Police/Fire Millage,” and will provide 
income to the City to limit the impact the 
citizens will feel from layoffs. If this millage 
is approved, it will limit the number of lay- 
offs for the Police and Fire Departments 
which will directly help the citizens — and, 
furthermore, this approval will free up other 
assets in the City’s budget, limiting the lay- 
offs to the DPW. 

A new millage request of 3 mills will 
cost the average homeowner $12.50 per 
month or $2.88 per week. If the millage is 
not approved, the services provided by 
DPW and the Fire and Police Departments 
will be affected significantly. The conditions 
and issues related to the layoffs and the 
millage are evolving, and it is not possible 
to surmise the true fallout that may occur, 
but it is our goal to continue to provide 
input for these issues that will allow the 
Romulus Fire Fighters Local 4126 to provide 
the best level of service to the citizens that 
we can in a precarious economic situation.

Middle School To Receive Gralit Funds

Earlier this week, the Michigan De- 
partment of Education released a list that 
identified approximately 100 schools that 
are eligible to receive federal School Im- 
provement Grant funds over the next three 
years. The district received notification early 
in May that Romulus Middle School would 
be on this list of schools, and therefore eligi- 
ble to receive up to $2 million over the next 
three years to improve student achievement. 

Although Romulus Middle School has 
met Adequate Yearly Progress requirements 
every year for the past six years and received 
a “B” from the State of Michigan on its 
school report card for the last three of those 
years, the middle school was selected for 
improvement because it needs to more con- 
sistently improve the test scores of its “at 
risk” learners. This School Improvement 
Grant will allow the middle school to imple- 
ment programs that identify students at risk 
of failure, and place them into safety-net 
programs that provide increased learning 
time and other support mechanisms to 
ensure their academic progress. 

Romulus Community Schools officials 
are working with the Michigan Department 


of Education and Wayne County Regional 
Educational Service Agency to develop a 
program for our students that meets all re- 
quirements of the School Improvement 
Grant; however, because of the late notifi- 
cation, many of the program details have 
not been. resolved at this time. 

We anticipate providing a more de- 
tailed report to the Board of Education at 
its June 28 meeting. OJ

A group of 14 students from Romulus 
High School will be better prepared to enter 
the world of business after participating in 
Automation Alley’s Global Trade Mission 
Challenge, or GIM. 

The three-day program, held May 20-— 
22 at Wayne State University, simulated the 
process of developing an innovative product 
and launching it in the global market. 

“The students were broken into groups 
of three to four, and, with the exception of 
two groups, they were working with stu- 
dents from other districts,” explained RHS 
language arts teacher Keisa Haynes, who 
served as a teacher/coach for the group. 
“Each group was tasked with coming up 
with a product that they could successfully 
market in a specified country within a speci- 
fied region: The U.S. was excluded. The 
challenge was that students had to consider 
cultural and regional factors that they are 
not used to considering, since the U.S. has 
its own cultural norms.” 

After coming up with a product and 
marketing strategy, each group had to create 
a PowerPoint presentation and an executive 
summary, and use them to pitch their plan 
to potential “investors” — a group of promi- 
nent business people assigned to one of the 
marketing regions. Each investment group 
had a total of one million dollars that could 
be awarded to one or more of the mock 
companies as seed money. 

According to Haynes, Romulus High 
School’s students were among the recipi- 
ents of more than $2,500,000. 

“Several groups earned $200,000 and 
$500,000,” she said. “And in one case, one 
of Romulus High School’s finest, Ebone 
Alexander, was in a group who won the 
entire $1,000,000! That means that none 
of the other groups in that region got any 
money from the ‘investors! 

“As if the news could get any better, 
Mariah Laird was among a group who re- 
ceived a trophy for displaying the most team 
spirit,” Haynes continued, “Her group also 
earned $500,000 from the investors.” 





Danielle Funderburg, vice president of 
the Romulus Community Schools Board 
of Education, was impressed with the stu- 
dents performance and excited about the 
opportunities presented by the program. 

“GTM gave our young people a 
glimpse of what it will be like in the highly 
competitive world of business,” she stated. 
“They got a chance to meet and collabo- 
rate with some of their future competition, 
and to see how developing skills like 
research, teamwork, and networking can 
improve their chances of success.” 

RHS assistant principal Linda Poirier 
thanked those whose donations helped the 
RHS students arrive at the program well- 
equipped to compete.
